2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-17 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Tomita (US 2002/0003799 Al) in view of Tieman 



et al. (6,172,988 Bl). Tomita discloses about die data transmission method and device (figs. 9, 15; paragraph [0046-0047]) to be 
used for transmitting real time data such as video conference system, e.g. multicast, and video on demand ' VoD' system conforming 
to IP by using TCP, UDP or RTP protocol (figs. 1-3, 8, 10-13) to utilize teleccanmnnications networks; wherein the transport stream 
'MPEG2-TS' of the elementary streams *ES' is received by the data reading section, divided to produce PES packets (figs. 5-7) and 
RTP packets (figs. 12-13) by the RTP packet preparing section, prepared IP packets by adding IP or UDP header to the top of the 
RTP packets (figs. 8, 10-11) and transmitted to die IP network by the data transmitter. Tomita does disclose about the packet 
identifier 'PID' of the TS packet (see paragraph. [0017]); but fails to explicitly disclose about the wireless transmission with multicast 
IP addresses; however, digital broadcasting via wireless transmission and multicasting IP addresses are well known in the art; 
therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to implement die digital broadcast via wireless with multicast 
IP address. Tomita also fails to explicitly disclose about the associated PSI, which includes the PAT, PMT, CAT and NTT. Tieman 
discloses in Fig. 1-9; about the method and system for transmitting digital signals containing digital video and audio signals, such as 
MPEG2, conforming to packet-based multiplexed communication, e.g. IP; wherein the transport stream 'TS' components including 
PID, PSI with PAT, PMT, CAT and other control information (far example see col. 1, line 46 uiroughcol. 2, line 13). Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to implement the associated PSI with PAT, PMT, CAT and other control 
information into the PID for controlling and conforming to die packet-based system as disclosed by Tieman.

Claims 15-17 are objected to under PCX Rule 66.2(a)(v) as lacking clarity under PCT Article 6 because claims 15-17 are i n definite 
for the following reasan(s): because the subject matter of independent claims 1, 10 and 12r 14 is not consistent with claim 15; winch 
leaves a doubt as to the scope of protection sought. 

Regarding claims 1, 10 and 12-14, the preferential device and method for transmitting and receiving audio and video data, with 
means for receiving, means for demultiplexing, means for reassembling, means for encapsulating, means for communicating. On the 
contrary in the corresponding computer readable medium claim 15, the preferentialdata structure is mentioned for first field, second 
field, third field, fourth field and the indicator flag in the packet 
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
